Reason for actions: The Review Board's decision was premised on several 

factors including: (a) the significant historical interest in the document in question 
inasmuch as it relates to core issues surrounding the CIA's records relating to Lee 
Harvey Oswald; (b) the absence of evidence that the release of the information would 
cause harm to the United States or to any individual. 

The CIA did not appeal this action.
